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EX-ENEMY PRISONERS. 


Draft Arrives On | 
U.S.A. Transport, 


The United States Army trans- 
port Crook arrived at Hongkone 
thia morning from Visdivostok 
with adraft of ex-prisoners-of-war 
who are being repatriated by their 
respective governments. The 
Crock will take on supplies 
of coal and water bere 
and will sail on Friday mar- 
ning for Trieste an) Hamburg 
to land her soldier-passengers. 
There are on board 444 subjects 
of Austria, Germany, Roumania, 
Turkey and Czecho-Slovakiz 
besides the officials in charge of 
them. The heads of missions 
sent to Siberia to look after tha 
welfare of the nationals of the 
countries concerned have been ip 
the North some time and now are 
returning bome, their work being 
about completed. 

Although there are many 
prisoners still in Russia and 
Westero Siberia, this is the Jast 
batch of Austrian prisoners. Dr. 
H. E Fritsch, who is the delegate 
ef the Austrian Red Cross in 
Siberia, 13 op board the Crook, 
having finished the work in East 
Siberia and closed the post of the 
mission at Viadirostok. Dr. 
Fritsch bas been at Viadivostok 
for eighteen mouths and dur- 
ing that time has sent home 
6.000 prisoners of his ‘own 
nationality. £s will ba impossible 
to remove the many former 
prisoners-of.war from Western 
Siberia for some time, he said, 
due to the fact yhst the Soviet 
Government fi 
help in keeping t 
the interior moving. In four 
years from the begioning of. 
the “wr: 400,000 prisoners died 
in Russia and Siberia of 
typhus and ‘other diseases 
brongbt on by Isck of» food 
and clothing. Th 
he told & reporter, represants 35 
per cent. of the whole. The 
Austrian Red Cross Mission 
establisbed stations throughoot 
Siberia for relief. work, in 
which the Y.M.C.A. and the 
American Red Cross rendered 
invalaable aid. 

Colonel: Dajne, of the Czecho- 
Sl vak Mission, accompanied by 
his wife is returning to. his 
coustry feom Omsk. where thay 
were stationed. Representing 
the United States Arms on board 
the Crook are Capt. Otis Baker, 
of the’ Quartermasters Corps and 
Dr. I. A. Pelsman and Mrs. 
Pelsman. 

The status. of the steamer 
Crook is not clearl- defined, a 
reporter learned on board this 
morning, and the vessel's position 
can best be Pescribed as being an 
army transport under the man- 
agement of a private company— 
the Seven Seas Steamship 
Company of New York. The 
purchase of the ship by tender 
from the Army  authori- 
ties is an involved affair, 
it appears, owing to the 
vessel not-being up to specifica- 
tron when representatives of the 
American corporation arrived at 
Manila some weeks ago to take 
over the ownership of the Crook. 
When an inspection of the ship 
wa: roade by the. provisional 
buyers it was found that she bad 
be+n stripped by the Army Quar- 
terroaster’s Department and much 
refitting would have to ~ be 
done before she -could pro 
ceed to sea. Carles were 
exchanged with the Secretary of 
War at Washington, D.C.. with 
the result-that the Crook was 
furnished with her , former 
accessories in readiness. to make 
the trip to Vladivostok to tran- 
sport ber load of prisoners.

FIRST ROUTE UNDETERMINED,

work of the surveyors. In 1913 
the sastern approaches of Mount 
Everest ‘were: reconnoitred by 
Major J. B. Noel, who bad baen 
a member of General Rawlings’s 
party when.he had explored the 
Tsang-po. With infinite difficulty 
Major Noe! made his way to & 
point absut thirty miles to the 
south-east of Moant Everest and 
his reconnaissance will doubtless 
be of very great value to the 
present expedition, but no 
actual Jine of approach 
will be decided on votil al! alles 
ofthe mounlain bave been cara- 
folly explored. Mount Everest 
~eems to ba unusually well guard- 
ed and surrounded by a ruggad 
group of peaks of great altitude 
which unclose it with a network 
of lofty and precipitous spurs and 
glaciers. A way through these 
has first to be_engineered before 
the final ascent can be conterm- 
plated. 


Hitherto the highest camp ever 

made was on thesaddle of.Kamet, 
abont 23,300 feet, and no climber 
has ever reached higher than the 
Dake of Abruzzi and-bis guides 
of 24,600 feet. So that there most 
be between 3,0:0 and 4,000 feet of 
ascent beyond anything” yeb 
achieved,and every mountaineer 
knows what that moans. Nothing 
but slow and patient acclimatisa- 
tion in these terrific altitudes 
can possibly lead toa successfal 
attempt at that last 3,500 feet. Ik 
is exceedingly doabtfal whether 
oxyen could be made use of in the 
final straggle. Tne mere carry- 
ing of the unecessary apparatas 
seers to be beyond human eodar- 
ance. It will be a question of 
survival of the Gttest, and that, 
after all, is ® matter for experi-. 
ment. No climber, however con- 
fident he may be, can tell at what 
points his powers of endurance 
will fail him. No experience in 
he-Alps-or—tndes-can-give him | 
any safe indication, and the al- 
titudes attained by balloons and 
airships, prove nothing whatever 
where great physical exertion is 
required. 

Tt will be a matter of immense 
interest to follow ‘the fortunes of 
the expedition. At the very least 
we shall obtain a geographic 
Knowledge of . the northern 
Nepalesa borderiand such as never 
possessed before.
